morning work session of the city 
commission called by Mayor 
Mrs. 
Sue 
Youngblood 
to 


establish goals for 1975. 


Though no action was taken, 


or proposals adopted, the 
commissioners did ask 
City 


Attorney Glenn Stewart to 
further investigate several of 
the topics. 


Mayor Youngblood's call for a 


"more honest effort to collect 
delinquent taxes and paving 
assessments," brought the 
response from City Manager 
Dick Ballenger that the city 
might be able to realize more 


Action line 


About four months ago, a friend and I

find out how many cases he has handled in 
tills fashion. 


Corsicana 
Police Chief Don Massey 


explains that five of the people involved in 
the altercation were charged and sub- 
sequently fined in city court for disorderly 
conduct, while the subject carrying the 
gun was also fined $100 in Justice Court of 
carrying a handgun. 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor says 


that his office cannot file further charges 
in the incident without committing douole 
jeopardy—attempting to punish somebody 
twice for one offense. 


I would like to know how much sick leave 


the elected county officials and fulltime 
employes of Navarro County have. Does 
the county pay a commissioner his full 
salary when he is off sick as in the case of 
the commissioner of Precinct 1 (J.A. 
Penney Jr.) at the present time? 


Sick leave does not apply to elected 


county officials, says County Judge Rob 
Dunn. An elected office-holder is elected 
by the people to a four-year term "with no 
exception other than resignation from 
office and is not amenable to employe sick 
leave. That is, he explained, the of- 
ficeholder is paid the salary of the office 
fully for the term of the office to which he, 
or she, is elected by the taxpayers. If in- 
capacitated for whatever period, the 
elected official is.compensated the salary 
of the office. County employes, on the 
other hand, are allowed two weeks' 
vacation time and one week sick leave. 
Judge Dunn said the county employes may 
exercise the option during a prolonged 
illness to apply their vacation time toward 
their sick leave up to the maximum of 
three weeks. 


Ho.w long has the county furnished the 


County Judge a car and who authorized it? 
Also, are all of the other county officials 
furnished 
cars, 
and 
who pays 
the 


operating expense of such vehicles? 


County Judge Robert Dunn replies that 


prior to Jan. 1 this year, the county, by an 
act of Commissioners Court, authorized 
the county judge's travel expenses for the 
year in the amount of $2,400 for the 
operation of his own personal car. As of 
Jan. 1, 1975, by act of Commissioners 
Court, an automobile was purchased on 
competitive bid by the county for the 
county judge's use, and at the same budget 
adoption, the travel allowance previously 
granted to the county judge was discon- 
tinued. 


The sheriff and county commissioners 


are the only other elected county officials 
furnished automobiles, but all county 
officials doing traveling incident to the 
discharge of their duties are reimbursed 
by the county.

Ballenger

on the city's portion of city 
hall," saying that they should 
make 
sure 
the 
curbing, 


sidewalks and parking lots 
which the city will provide for 
the new structure will be 
finished when the building is 
ready for occupancy some time 
in early April. 


SEVERAL PERSONS have 


expressed 
an 
interest 
in 


providing the- landscaping for 
the building, according to 
Ballenger, who said that some 
groups have talked about the 
landscaping as a possible 
bicentennial project. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube, 


Jr., 
said 
he 
feels some 


measures should be taken to 
improve the view from the new 
city hall, saying the area across 
N. 12th is an "eyesore." 


The possibility of amending 


the city charter during the April 
election arose when Mayor 
Youngblood asked about the 
possibility of creating a night 
magistrate post for the city. 
Ballenger 
explained 
that 


Corsicana loses $70,000 yearly 
in public intoxication and 
disturbing Ihe peace violations 
which are handled at night in 
the county's justice courts. 


When Stewart said such a new 


post 
would 
have 
to 
be 


established by amending the 
charter, the mayor asked if 
another amendment could be 
passed 
authorizing the city 


attorney and commission to 
delete the obsolete portions of 
the city's by-laws. 


Stewart said he feels the 


citizens would not "delegate 
that kind of authority to anyone 
because of the power such a law 
would grant. He said 
that 


amendments and portions of the 
charter could be repealed in- 
dividually. 


AMONG THE other proposals 


was -the suggestion by Jack 


Russell, who will be acting city 
manager a week from today, for 
more cemetery planning. 


Ballenger told the group the 


city is almost out of burial space 
in the city's cemetery because 
people are 
buying lots to 


speculate against the day there 
are no more lots available. 


Russell said he knew of one 


man who owns 20 cemetery lots 
and Commissioner Bob Scott, 
who owns a funeral home, said 
he once tried 
to buy 
the 


remaining lots but was not 
allowed to do so. 


Scott explained that Cor- 


sicana burial lots can be bought 
at 8 for $40 while the Elm Flat 
Cemetery sells them for $40 
each and sells them one at a 
time as the need arises. 


B a l l e n g e r 
p r o p o s e d 


remedying the situation by re- 
platting several of the roads 
which were designated but 
never developed 
into burial 


areas. Stewart said he would 
check the legality of such a 
move. 


Ballenger also appraised the 


commissioners of the need for 
more land to be used for the 
city's sanitary landfill, saying 
the present site can last only 
two more years at the most. 


HE REMARKED that K. 


Wolens had offered 20 acres to 
the city for such a purpose and 
that he hoped for a continuation 
of talks along these lines after 
he leaves next week. 


Scott also expressed a need to 


"keep a close watch on street 
repairs" to keep the streets 
from breaking down com- 
p\ete\y. 


The street discussion also 


spawned some concern about 
the proposed oil tax, which 
would in turn raise the price of 
asphalt. Fullwood noted that 
this "looks the time for concrete 
men to make their move." 


As far as projects already 


underway, Ballenger told the 
commissioners 
they 
will 


probably be able to let bids on 
the new sewage treatment plant 
within the year and that North- 
wood Boulevard will also be 
ready for construction during 
the year. 


Other city streets came in for 


their share of the discussion, 
too, as Stroube suggested in- 
vestigating steps to provide 
access to 1-45 and the con- 
struction of a loop around the 
south part of town. 


Citing all the new projects 


coming under consideration, 
Mayor Youngblood suggested 
the hiring of an assistant for 
City Engineer Tom Longley. 


THOUGH THE discussion of 


creek

straightening programs did not 
last long, the 
commissioners 


seemed to think such a goal is a 
foregone conclusion. 


Also rating little discussion

Sheriff asks county 
to buy a helicopter

Navarro 
County 
Com- 


missioners agreed Monday to 
give consideration to a proposal 
by Sheriff Jerry Shelton that his 
department 
be 
allowed 
to 


acquire a helicopter through the 
Civil Defense Agency at a cost 
of between $300 and $500. 


The commissioners 
decided 


to investigate the cost of in- 
surance, 
upkeep and 
other 


factors before coming to a 
decision on the request. 


Shelton said Oliver Albritton 


of the Trust Department of the 
First National Bank has agreed 
to pay the $500 handling charge 
for obtaining the helicopter. A 
surplus,helicopter of the type 
available cost the government 
approximately $35,000, Shelton 
told 
commissioners 
after 


showing a movie demonstrating 
the effectiveness of helicopters 
in fighting crime, providing 


quick 
medical 
aid, 
and 


providing other services. 


Shelton said he has also 


discussed 
a 
flight 
training 


program 
with 
Dr. 
Kenneth 


Walker, president of Navarro 
College, and flight training 
would be available from the 
college at no cost to the county. 
The sheriff said he and some 
deputies would take courses to 
qualify as helicopter pilots if the 
helicopter is approved. 


"A helicopter will be able to 


cover a very large area in far 
less time and less cost per 
square mile than covering the 
same area by automobile," 
Shelton's 
letter 
states. He 


predicts the helicopter could be 
obtained and used at no ad- 
ditional increase in his budget. 
Extra parts can be obtained 
from the Civil Defense Agency 
at "give away 'prices," he 
emphasized, including a new 
engine for $16. Also, the Texas 


State Technical 
Institute 
in 


Waco has tentatively agreed to 
supply periodic 
maintenance 


and overhaul of the helicopter 
as a training project in its 
Aviation 
Maintenance 


Program, Shelton said. 


He estimated the fuel cost for 


sheriff's dept. cars could be 
reduced by 30 per cent by using 
a helicopter. Wear and tear on 
the cars would also be reduced, 
he 
added. 
Fuel 
for 
the 


helicopter would be perhaps the 
biggest expense involved, he 
admitted. 


Commissioners 
showed 
a 


generally favorable response to 
the proposal, while requesting 
more information regarding the 
costs involved. 


For their 1972 National Con-

Weeds and vines have over- 
grown most of the old Judge 
John Fink grocery store in Bug 
Tussle. Faded signs on weath- 
ered buildings are barely leg- 
ible. 


State Highway Department 


machines have cut across the 
triangle corner to mow grass on 
what was once the well worn- 
driveway to the gas station and 
general store. This patch is the 
only halfway neat area around 
the old building at the southeast 
corner of the intersection of 
Farm Road 1550 and Texas 34 
and 50 in Northeast Texas. 


In the 1950s, Bug Tussle was a 


mecca for the curious as well as 
the altar-bound. As the justice 
of the peace, the late Judge 
John Fink officiated at far more 
weddings than fillups at his gas 


Bug Tussle became so pros- 


perous when Judge Fink started 
marrying couples from all over

That second store is 
boarded up, too. 


This tiny community once 


boasted a cotton gin and a half 
dozen stores and perhaps a sa- 
loon or two. Today, area resi- 
dents must go five miles south 
to Ladonia, the oasis of Fannin 
County, to wet their whistles. 


In Bug Tussle, only the spirit 


of the late Judge Fink prevails. 


Vandals have ripped off the 


rear door and it hangs askew on 
one 
hinge, 
swaying 
and 


thumping in the breeze. 


Windows have been broken 


and the interior of the once well- 
stocked store is littered with 
broken glass and watersoaked 
cardboard signs and boxes. 


In 1965, the Hall Foundation in 


Honey Grove had temporary 
custody of Bug Tussle. Richard 
F. Voyer, the foundation's di- 
rector, tried to find someone to 
operate the "general store and 
museum" as he planned to call 
it. 


Voyer thought that with the 


built-in title of Bug Tuussle 
mayor plus the elective post of 
justice of the peace, which 
should bring a flood of wedding 
couples to Bug Tussle, the job 
would be filled easily. 


But failure to find an operator 


led the Hall Foundation to give 
up its lease. Since then,, Bug 
Tussle has declined to the point 
that the next strong wind may 
flatten the remaining buildings 
and wipe the community off the 
map.

When Texans used coal, Thurber was a 'company town

Persons younger than 50 


years probably do not know that 
a great many Texas homes once 
had small heaps of coal in their 
back yards and used the black 
mineral as a primary source of 
heat. 


It was very satisfactory for 


the times, although someone 
had to carry scuttles filled with 
the fuel from the yard into the 
house and then had to tote the 
ashes and clinkers outside. The 
scuttle weighed a ton both in 
and out. 


A scuttle was a metal bucket 


with a broad slope on the front 
so that a householder could pour 
lumps of coal on a fire without 
getting his hands dirty. You 
probably can find them only in 
antique shops at premium 
prices now. 


Even in forested areas where 


firewood was in large supply, 
many householders preferred 
coal because of its ease in han- 
dling and the good quality of the 
fire. 


Railroads stuck by coal long 


after oil became available, re- 
sulting in cinders in the eye for 


the passengers and fires started 
along the right-of-way by live 
coals 
flying 
out 
of 
the 


smokestack. 


Much of this coal used in 


Texas was mined in the state— 
the underground type of pro- 
duction unlike surface strip 
mining in East Texas today. 


The best-known Texas mines 


were at Thurber, Bridgeport, 
Newcastle and Strawn. 


Thurber couldn't exist today 


as it once did. The national out- 
cry would destroy it. But it was 
a way of life in those times, re- 
peated in all the "company 


A Texan lost in Texas 


towns" of that age. 


Persons traveling 
between 


Abilene and Fort Worth can 
identify Thurber even now al- 
though the town once virtually 
was torn down and carried 
away by the owners. 


What Thurber was like is de- 


scribed by Dick Roberts in the 
November edition of "Texas 
Highways." 


This is a publication of the 


Travel and Information Divi- 


sion of the Texas Highway De- 
partment. It is in such demand 
that it recently began accepting 
subscriptions at $5 a year. Be- 
fore this, only a limited number 
of persons received it. 


Thurber was founded in 1886 


by brothers William W. and 
Harvey Johnson. They could not 
meet the payroll and the miners 
struck. 


Two years after its founding, 


it was sold to the Texas Pacific 


Coal Co. To show how times 
change, the company now is 
Texas Pacific Oil Co. 


Roberts notes that it was an 


absolutely company town in the 
old style. Every home, business 
and utility was owned by Texas 
Pacific. Such services as medi- 
cal were made available by the 
company. 


You couldn't avoid Texas Pa- 


cific even in death. The ceme- 
tery still is marked by the TP 
symbol. It is not an abandoned 
burying place. Groups gather 
there to take care of it and new 
graves appear now and then. 


The strike which forced out 


the Johnson brothers continued 
under Texas Pacific until Texas 
Rangers were brought in after 
nine months. 


One of the miners' complaints 


was that the company com- 
pletely dominated their lives 
and they had no options such as 
trading some place other than 
at the company store or bars. 


Another state tourist publica- 


tion, the book, "Texas—Land of 
Contrasts," says that Thurber 
was unionized throughout, 
which seems the pattern in the 
industry. 
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Roberts writes that the late 


mine union boss, John L. Ix?wis, 
came through each May 1 in his 
private railroad car and in- 
stantly called a strike. 


These strikes always lasted 


exactly one month and were 
prepared for by the company 
and workers as if they were in- 
evitable. 


One of the interesting results 


was at the company bars. They 
sold a boxcar full of beer each 
day when the men were work- 
ing. During strikes, they sold 
three boxcar loads daily. 


The company seemed to pro- 


vide services at reasonable 
cost. Miners paid 50 cents a 
month for medical care by the 
company doctor. There was a 
charge of 40 cents a month for 
sharpening the miners' tools. 
The miner paid $6 to $9 a month 
rent. 


The company even built an 


opera house for the Italians 
among the miners, and some 
top-flight opera companies 
stopped there. 


The Italians were only a part 


of the workers. There were 20 
nationalities from aroui.d the 
world on the payroll in this town 
which at its peak had 10,000 
population. 


Thurber is believed possibly 


the first town in the world com- 
pletely electrified. The tall 
smokestack which still domi- 
nates the flat terrain was for the 
generating plant. 


The company keeps extensive 


records in a vault at Thurber 
where temperatures and hu- 
midity are controlled carefully 
to protect them. Roberts pulled 
.out a 1907 ledger showing that a 
'miner's net income was $42 to 
$55 a month. 


Fine clay was found and the 


company began making bricks 
in 1897. The quality was such 
that the bricks were used for 
streets and highways and some 
went into the Galveston sea- 
wall. 


The miners called their usual 


strike May 1, 1921, and the 
company, which had discovered 
oil, closed the mines. The brick 
plant shut down in 1930 after 
streets of concrete and asphalt 
replaced bricks. 


The company dismantled the 


town, tearing down almost all 
the buildings, removing power 
lines and digging up water and 
sewer mairts. 


The mines remain there along 


with the underground equip- 
ment just in case the fuel crisis 
becomes tougher. 


H might not be economically 


sensible to revive mining there 
barring a more severe situation 
since strip mining has come to 
the front. 


For one thing, the coal is 300 


to 400 feet underground and in 
veins only about three feet 
thick. 


But it's there in great quan- 


tities. Recent core samplings 
show there are 126 million tons 
ready for the taking. 


Employers may 


be asked 


to screen aliens 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Ford administration may enlist 
the nation's employers in a vol- 
untary search for aliens illegal- 
ly seeking and holding jobs in 
the United States. 


Immigration 
Commissioner 


Leonard F. Chapman said he is 
considering the volunteer ap- 
proach if Congress once again 
fails to enact legislation requir- 
ing employers to check on the 
citizenship status of job appli- 
cants. 


The recent sharp increase in 


unemployment has given fresh 
impetus to the Immigration 
Service's two-year campaign 
for such legislation. 


"It's really an incredible situ- 


ation," Chapman said in an in- 
terview Tuesday. 


"While 6'A million Americans 


are unemployed, and that may 
go higher, there are at least a 
million and maybe two or three 
million aliens illegally holding 
jobs," he continued. 


"The stereotyped image of 


the illegal alien as a little fellow 
working in the fields of the 
Southwest is out of date. 
They're now in heavy industry, 
light industry, construction 
work, driving taxis, working in 
clbthing factories and restau- 
rants. And they're making good 
money." 


House Judiciary 
Chairman 


Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., 
agreed that aliens are holding 
"many jobs that would normal- 
ly be filled by American work- 
ers." 


Rodino issued the statement 


Tuesday as he again introduced 
the bill which would make it il- 
legal 
for 
an 
employer 


knowingly to hire an alien un- 
lawfully in the United States. 


The bill has twice passed the 


House but stalled in the Senate. 


Chapman said that, if the bill 


fails, "We're considering a vol- 
untary program on the part of 
employers."

The final paper in the series 


dealing with community college 
foundations described activities 
of the Wabash Valley College. 


Wabash has 
paid mem- 


berships as a device for raising 
funds. They are classified as 
benefactor, $1,000; life mem- 
ber, $100; and annual member 
$5. 


Walker pointed out 
that 


generally gifts made thrctigh a 
foundation are to be used to 
provide 
educational 
op- 


portunities greater than those 
possible through the use of 
public funds alone; to improve 
equipment 
and 
facilities; 


develop community projects; 
provide 
for 
publication of 


faculty origional research 
projects; to provide real estate 
or property 
for off-campus 


college directed activities, etc. 


Dr. Walker said, "People as a 


general rule don't think of 
giving to public tax supported 
colleges as they do to private 
colleges. The foundation is a 
viable concept of resource 
development through which 
public colleges can make strong 
bid for private support.
